The President's Message. 

Presidont Johnson's annual address 
to tho American Congress v.*as laid be- 
fore that body on tho Glh hint. It is 
a plain, straightforward document — is 
remarkably well writton — torso aud 
decided, and peculiarly Johnsonian in 
its tone. Ilia Excolloncy commences 
by congratulating tho country upon 
tho extinction of slavery and its oinor- 
gonco from tho cruol and bloody strug- 
gle which long desolated its fair lands ; 
expressing satisfaction at tho fact that 
tho animositios engendered by tho war 
aro rapidly yielding to tho benificont 
influences of our institutions. A his- 
tory of tho Constitutional difficulty 
betweon tho Executive and Congress 
is then rapidly and temperately 
sketched. The ground is taken that 
tho Government, by making war upon 
tho South, denied its right to scoodo, 
and that tho Southern States were 
consequently novor out of tho Union. 
On this point tho Message says : 

"Ten States, more than ono-fuurtb o? tho 
whole number, remained without representa- 
tion. Tlio seats of 50 members in tlio House 
of Representatives nnd of 20 members in the 
Senato are yet vacant — not by their own con- 
gent — not by a faction of electors — but by 
the refusal of Congress to aocept their ere-' 
dentials. Their admission, it is believed, 
would have accomplished much towards the 
renewing and strengthening of our relations 
os one people, and removed a serious cause 
for discontent on the part of tho inhabitants 
of those States ; it would have accorded with 
the great principle enunciated in the declar- 
ation of American independence, that no 
people ought to bear the burden of taxation 
and yet be'denied the right of representation.'' 

Tho fact that tho insurrectionary 
Statos wore included in tho direct 
taxation schomo aftor tho war had 
broken out, is citod as another argu-> 
mont why thoy woro novor out of tho 
Union, and tho President adds : 

" Upon this question, so vitally affeoting 
the restoration of the Union and tho perman- 
ency of our present form of Government, my 
convictions heretofore expressed have under- 
gone no chango, but on the contrary their 
correctness has been confirmed by reflection 
and time. * * We should bo cautious 
lest, having rescued our nation from tho 
perils of disintegration, we turn to consoli- 
date, and, in the end, finally obtain absolute 
despotism as a reward for tho recurrence ol 
similar troubles. * * * 

In dismissing tho reconstruction 
Bubjoot, tho President nobly says ; 

"Wise are the teachings of men whose deeds 
and. services have made them illustrious and 
long since withdrawn from tho scenes of life; 
they have left to iheir country the rich lega- 
cy of their example, their wisdom and their 
patriotism. Receiving inspirations Irom 
their lessons, let us emulate them in love of 
country and respect ft r the Constitution and 
tho laws." 

Of tho financos, -Mr Johnson draws 
tho following Bkotch : 

"During the fiscal year ending the 30th of 
Juno, 18(15, the last yoar ol' tho war, the 
public debt was iucreased $941, 902,537, and 
on the 31st of October, 1865. it amounted 
to §2,740 854,750. On the 3Lst day of Octo- 
ber, 1666, it had bean reduced to 82,551,310,- 
060, the diminution during a period of 14 
months commencing September 13th, 1SG5, 
and ending October 3 Lai, I860, having been 
$206,370,505. In the last annual report on 
the state of the finances, it was estimated 
that during the tbree<-quartera of the fiscal 
year ending the 30th of Jane last, tho debt 
would be increased S112, 1 94,947. During 
that period, however, it was reduced 831,- 
196,386, the receipts of the year having 
been §80,005,905 more, and the expenditures 
$200,629,238 less than the estimate * * * # 
It is estimated that the receipts for the 
fiscal year ending the 30th ot .June, 1807, 
will be 8476,061,386, ond thnt the expendi- 
tures will reach (he sum of 310,428,078. leav- 
ing in the Treasury a surplus ol 8158,633 308 
For tho fiscal year ending Juno 30ib, 1808, 
it is estimated that the receipts will amount 
lo 8436,000,000, and (he expenditures will 
be 8358,267.641, showing an excess of §85,- 
752,359 in favor of the government. There 
seems lo be no good reason why taxes may 
not be reduced, and the country advance in 
population within the next quarter of a 
century." 

The war and nary departments are 
dismissed voiy briefly. Of tho former, 
it is said, that nearly all tho Volun- 
tcors aro out of sorvico, and that the 
efficiency of tho army is in nowise 
impaired thereby. Fortifications aro 
being constructed or strengthened, 
and furnished with powerful anna* 
merits. Tho total amount ot military 
appropriations is §25,205,tj5 ( J. Tho 
naval force consists of 278 vessels, 
armed with 2,o51 guns, and man nod 
by 13,600 sailors. Tho naval pension 
fund amounts to 811,750,000, having 
boon increased $2,750,000 during tho 
present yoar. Tho expenditures of the 
Naval Department for tho fiscal yoar 
ending 30th of Juno last, were 843,^ 
324,526, and tho oatimatos for tho 
coming year amount to 823,568,436. 
Tho revenue of tho PostofHbe Depart- 
ment for tho year ending Juno 30, 'CG, 
was 814,3.86,986, and tho expenditure, I 
915.851,079, showing an excess of the 
latter of $965,098. The message con- 
tinues : 

"Tho Tost Office Department of Great 
It r i t a i n and our own country have agreed 
upon a preliminary basis for a postal con- 
vention, which it is believed will prove emi- 
nently beneficial lo the commercial interests 
of the United States, inasmuch as it contem- 
plates a reduction of tho internal letter post- 
age to one half the existing rates; a reduction 
of postage with all other countries to and 1 
from which correspondence Is transmitted in 
the British mails, or In mails through the 
United Kingdom ; the establishment of a uni- 
form and reasonable charge for these, and 
territorial truusitof correspondence enclosed, 



mails, and an allowanoo to oaoh Pnst Office 
Department; the right lo use all mail corn* 
mnnication established under authority of 
the other for dispatch of correspondence 
either in open or closed mails, on the earne 
terms as those applicable to tho inhabitants 
of tho country providing the meanB of trans- 
portation." 

During tho last fiscal year, 4,029,312 
acres of tho publio lands woro disposed 
of} 1,892,516 acres of which woro 
entered undor tho homosload act. 
During tho last fiBonl yoar, tho amount 
paid to pensioners, including tho ox- 
penso of disbursement, was $13,459,976, 
and 50,177 names woro addod to tho 
ponsion rolls. Tho ontiro numbor of 
pensionors on Judo 30, lSGG, was 
120,722. During tho past yoar, 875G 
patonts wore issuod for nsoful inven- 
tions; Indian troatios havo boon con- 
eluded with all hostilo tribes; and tho 
Atlantio Cablo has boon successfully 
laid. Assistance to aid tho Southorn 
Statos in working their agricultural 
lands latoly scourged by war is askod, 
and tho President then passes on to tho 
Moxioan quostion, and tho failuro of 
tho French Government to keep its 
agreement to withdraw tho first do- 
tachmont of its forces in Novombor, 
1800. Acting upon tho faith of this 
agroomont, tho Unitod Statos had ac- 
credited Mr Campbell to tho Juarez 
Government, aud that Minister, ac- 
companied by Liont.-Gon. Sherman, 
had dopartod upon his mission. Mr 
Johnson says tho Unitod Statos Gov- 
ernment will hold Napoleon to his 
first agroomont, and tho hopo is ox 
pressed that Franco will "so act that 
tho traditionary friendship between 
the two countries may be restored." 

Tho Alabama claims against Groat 
Britain uro thus alluded to : 

''A chango of ministry occurred during (ho 
last session of Parliament. Tho attention of 
the new Ministry was called to tho subject at 
an early day, and there is some roason to 
expect'that it will now bo considered in a 
becoming and friendly manner. The import- 
ance of an early disposition of the question 
cannot bo exaggerated. Whatever might be 
the wishes of the two governments, it is man- 
ifest that good-will and friendship betwoen 
the two countries caunot be established until 
a reciprocity in tho practice of good faith 
aud neutrality shall be restored between the 
respective nations." 

The JFonian troublos in Canada 
having boon briefly stated, tho Presi- 
dent says : 

"The attompt was understood to bo mndo 
in sympathy with an insurgent party in ire- 
land, nnd by striking at a British province 
on this continent it was designed to nid in 
obtaining redress for political grievances 
which it was assumed the pooplo of Ireland 
had suffered at the hands of the British 
Government during a period of several cen- 
turies. The persons engaged in it were 
chiefly natives of that country. Some of 
them had, while others had not, become citi- 
zens of tho United States under our general 
laws of naturalization. Complaints of mis- 
government in Iroland continually engage 
the attention of the British nation, and so 
great an agitation is now prevailing in Ire- 
laud lhat tho British Government has deemed 
it necessary to suspend the writ of habeas 
corpus in that country. These circumstances 
must necessarily modify the opinions which 
might otherwise have been entertained in 
regard to an expedition expressly prohibited 
by our neutrality laws. So long as these 
laws remain upon our statute books they 
should be faithfully executed. If they oper- 
ate harshly, unjustly or oppressively, Con- 
gress alone can apply tho remedy by their 
modification." 

Of tho naturalization quostion His 
lixcelloncy says ; 

" The present soems to be a favorable 
timo for an assertion by Congress of lbs prin- 
ciples so long maintained by the Executive 
Department, that naturalization by one State 
hilly exempts tho native-born subject of any 
other Statu from tho performance of military 
service under any foreign government, so 
long as be does not voluntarily renounce its 
rights and benefits." 

Tho Message concludes as follows; 

"Let us endeavor to preserve harmony be- 
tween the co-ordumto departments of the 
Government, so that each in its proper 
sphere may cordially co-operate with the 
other in securing the maintenance ol the Con- 
stitution, tho preservation of the Union and 
tho perpetuation ol our Institutions." 

As to tho rocoption accorded tho 
document by Congross wo aro unin- 
formed ; but havo no reason to sup- 
pose that it was unfriendly.

Canada. 

Toronto, Dec. 7th — The condemned pris- 
oners are respited until the 30th of March. It 
is snowing heavily. The official Gazette con* 
tains a proclamation proroguing Parliament 
until January 19th. The Governor General 
left for England on Tuesday morning. 

TonoNTO, Dec. 8th— Lynch, McMahon and 
other condemned Fenions received tho news 
of three months respite with manifest relief. 

New York, Deo. 8— Tho Herald's Toronto 
special despatch says all the military in Mon- 
treal and tho country adjacent are under 
arms and drilling. 

Chicago, Dec. 8th — The British Minister 
informs Seward that the case ot tho condemn- 
ed Fenians in Canada has been referred to 
tho Hume Government ; meanwhile tho exe- 
cutions havo been postponed. 

European. 

London, Doc. 7 — Tho Morning Post de- 
mands of the Government a rigid examina- 
tion into Fenian organizations in England 
and tho manner in which the depots of arms 
in Liverpool and clsowhoro are guarded. 

Liverpool, Deo. 7 — All depots of arms in 
ilio city have been placed under armed guards. 
The excited stoJto of tho Irish pooplo renders 
those precautions rocesfiury. 

Paris, Dec. 7 — Tho French officers had 
taken a farewell interview with the Pope 
yesterday. 

The French vessels of war have blockndod 
Creswell. (?) 

A large fleet of French war vessels and 
transports is now ready for Mexico. 

Dublin, Dee. 7 — Tho purposes and pro- 
ceedings of Iho Fenians uionopclizo attention. 



Tho Irish lodge of Orangemen held a meet- 
ing nnd issued an earnest call for all mem- 
bers of the Order to support the Government 
in its ondeavors to keep tho peace. 

United Slates. 

Tallahassee, Flu., Due. G— Tho Florida 
Iloiiso of Representatives havo unanimously 
adopted a resolution again. t ratifying tho 
constitutional amendment. 



DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

Tho FoniaiB. 

New YouK, Nov. 20 — Tho Tribune's 
Dublin correspondent says political excilo- 
mont has tun to an alarming height in Ire- 
land. It says that ovury city, town nnd 
village has its full quota of militia, end gun* 
boats arq scattered a ll over the Irish coast. 
Tjhese measures plainly bespeak an appro* 
notion of the fulfillmei.t of Siephensr prim- 
Ues. His last speech in America has been 
published in several Irish journals, and has 
paused quite u political furore. The Irish 
people- seem to have implicit confidence in 
his sincerity. Among u 1 1 classes tho con- 
viction grows and spreads that wo aro on 
the eve of startling and terrible events. Tho 
Fouian organization throughout the country 
Is in a high state of activity. Its committees 
are terribly in earnest, and their plaus are 
shaped for a fiereo and bloody struggle 
Tho Times London correspondent writes ; 
The mission of John Bright to Irolund seems 
to have been a mistake and failure. Ol 
what future consequence it may he, it is not 
easy lo predict, but die signs aro that the 
reform lender lost more in England thun he 
can possibly gain on tho other sido of He 
channel. Tlio ontiro weekly press nnd 
far as I have seen, the daily also, with the 
exception of bis own personal organ, is op< 
posed to tho solo original measure bo pro- 
posed lor the relief of Ireland. Bright pro 
poses a Bobeme of lend distribution which is 
opposed to all English ideas of govern- 
ment and political economy. The Times 
ol November 13'h, says of tho con- 
demned Fenian prisoners in Canada : We 
are of opinion that no criminals ever deserved 
capital punishment more (ban those who are 
now awaiting their fate in Canada. For 
these persons Seward bus Been fit. to inter* 
pose in behalf' of the American Government. 
Were parties in America in a normal state 
wo confess we should receive tho news ol 
such application with very great surprise 
It is unfortunate that indignation meetings 
should be held by Fenians throughout the 
United States, threatening tho British Gov- 
ernment with vengeance if ihoy should dare 
to oxoeuto their threats, and thus seeming 
as it were in their power to rob an net of 
clemency of oil its grace and represent it 
merely ns an act ot fear. For can wo admit 
that the oaso of American civil was as put 
by Seward is in tho leapt parallel to the Fe- 
nians in Canada. Tho Southern States 
claimed the right to withdraw from the con- 
federacy which they had voluntarily entered 
and it was easier to refute the claims to se- 
cede by the sword than by iho pen, but the 
Fenians have no shadow of a claim to belli- 
gerent rights. They huve no Government, 
no territory. They are merely citizens oi 
friendly states, whose ol.j^ct is to murder the 
inhabitants of a neighbouring country on 
their own account, without semblance of law 
or justice. Such is (he case agaiusr, grant- 
ing the request of Seward, On the other 
hand thero is great allowance to be made for 
the position ot tho American G ivernment. 

The President is Btruge'ing for his very eX' 
istence against au overpowering majority in 
tho contest in which ho is engaged. The 
Fenian vote could nave been of infinite im< 
portance to him, but he was content to forego 
that advantage at the almost critical moment 
rather than to tolerate any act which might 
compromise the good Understanding between 
Gro'-H Britain and the United Slates. So 
anxious was he- to prevent tho Fenian in- 
vasion, that ho employed General Grant uud 
General Meade, two of the best officers in 
tho American army, in this distasteful and 
unpopular scheme. President Johnson, had 
ho been lukewarm in Iho business, mighl 
doubtless have satisfied tbe letter of li is ob- 
ligations towards the United Slates by much 
less energetic measures. Wo do not doubt 
that bii popularity must havo snflerod by 
thin honorable and straightforward conduct, 
and that it was in his power to ingratiate 
himself with the Fenians without involving 
tho United Slates In actual collision with 
Great Britain. We owe it to him that Can' 
ada has not been made a scene of bloodshed 
and outrage of every kind, and ho asks the 
lives ol obscene [11 wretches now under 
senteoce of death. It is nut for us ,o say 
what answer should be given to such request 
but wo cotifess we should regard tho grant- 
ing ot it witli satisfaction, more especially as 
the President would hardly like to renew 
his intercession in cuse ol a second Fouian 
invasion. 

New York, Nov. 28— The World's Queens- 
town correspondent writing, Nov. I7ib, says: 
I send you an inkling of most important news 
which has come from Iroland for many a 
long day. The blow is about to striko al 
the power of Great Britain. Wi:hin a mouth 
you will hear of a rising of the Irish people 
from one end of this unfortunate Island to 
the other. The train was long been laid, 
arms arc I. ore, men uro ready, officers ure 
appointed and the organization is perfected. 
Will not this outbreak again attract tho ut- 
tenlion of i he whole world to tho chronic 
rnisgovernrnerit of Ireland by English pooplt-r 
Wo now suffer and starve and are compelled 
to leave our native sod. A lew of us may 
be killed, hul wo can bo no worse off after the 
battle is over and Feniunism Is once more 
crushed. England will not do anything (or 
us by peaceful agitation. That lias been 
tried, and every effort wo havo made to in- 
duce the Government of Great Britain to he 
just, has utterly failed. We are powerless. 
Our arguments arc unheeded ; our prayers 
aro unanswered ; f r our Bufferings there is 
no pity- Is it nut bettor for us to try to bIiow 
the English government that it does not pay; 
that if ihey will not do us justice, wo will 
make Ireland a clinging curse to her ? 

Canada. 

It is bolioved t hut France has expressed 
a willingness to assist in the defence of tho 
Canadian Province?, provided the British 
navy will cooperate with her in the Gulf 
ol Mexico. 

Montreal, December 5 — It in reported 
that tho Fenians are holding meetings at St. 
Albans, Vermont, and funds aro being sub- 
scribed for t!.e undertaking. Tho Govern- 
ment nro fully advised as to the proceedings. 
No serious trouble is anticipated. 

The Herald's Montreal speciul dispatch 
Bays: The Canadian Government will dis- 
charge the Fenian prisoners, if the United 
States Government will guarantee that Rob- 
erta shall not make nnotlmr raid on tho Pro- 
vinces. The prisoners me to be removed tu 
Swcetsburg to-day, Tho sixty Crown wit- 
nessns have been ordered there. 

Private letters from Toronto say that Sew- 
ard's dispatches • to Sir Frederick lirueo in 
regard to Fenian prisoners have awakened 
a defiant spirit in Tory circles. 
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which was very largely attonded. Patriotic 
speeches wero made.- 

Halifax, November 529 — Governor Ford, 
of Bermuda, has boon appointed Governor ol 
British East India, with headquarters at 
Singapore. He leaves horo for England oy 
tho steamer Africa. 

Dublin, Dccombor 2 — Thore is groat ex- 
citement here in relation lo tho activity of 
the English officers in making arrests of per* 
sons bolieved to be implicated in the Fenian 
movement. A great many arrests have been 
made all over tho country, nod thoy grow 
more numerous hourly. 

A summary of President Johnson's mes- 
sage has boon received by cable and pub- 
lished to-day. It had no effect upon prices 
of English or American securities. 

Pahis, December 4 — Minister Bigolow to- 
day received from the deputation appointed 
for that purpose tho gold medal and letter for 
Mrs Lincoln, presented by iho French people 

Mexico, 

Chicago, Deo. 1 — The oonduet of tho Ad- 
ministration, in its efforts to hurry Napoloon 
out of Mexico, when he really seems currying 
out his pledge ns quickly as possible, iB I 
looked upon in diplomatic circles us uncalled / 
for, and as most certain to force tho French 
into war if persisted in. 

The Johnson men are losing faith in (heir 
ability to create a discussion out of tho Mex- 
ican quostion. 

Orders have boon sent to Shoridau, that if 
any crossing into Mexico has been made he 
must disavow and court-martial tho officer 
engaged in it. No reliable advices from 
Mutamora8 have been received. 

Washington, Nov. 29th — On Thursday, 
tho 22d, Seerotury Seward communicated to 
a special cabinet meeting, a draft of his dis- 
patch to Minister Bigelow, commenting tun 
Napoleon's breach of tho agreement tn with- 
draw the French from Mexico during thiB 
month. After it was read the cabinet unan- 
imously >oted that it bo made stronger, 
insisting that the French troops shall bo with 
druwn according to the programme of June 
last. Tho cablo news to-day shows that 
this dispatch had its elleot. 

The French Minister read a dispatch to 
day, by cablo, from Mouistier, iho French 
Minister of Stato, announcing that fourieen 
vessels would sail immediately from Brest 
fur for Vera Cruz, where '.he Fiench troops in 
Mexico wero required to rendezvous for their 
embarkation. Ten additional vessels will 
leave by (ho middle of December. By the 
loth of January all tho French troops will 
probably be out of Mexico. This solves 
authoritively aud finally the Franco-Mexican 
muddle.

Gentlumen, — 

Having received the abovo UatteriiiR nddres3, I 
cannot do otherwise than accede to tho request 
thorein contained ; ntthe same time I cannot hide 
from myself that the Representative Member* of 
the Legislative Council will possess but little real 
power : still no Government can withstand the 
united voice of an united people. 

The system of Government so unconstitution- 
ally and unjustly imposed upon the people of thia 
Colony, and which has caused so (;reat and right- 
eous a dissatisfaction, must needs be altered, and 
a liberal and popular form Instituted. 

The Municipal Incorporation Act must be 
amended, and municipal institutions introduced 
wherever desired or practicable. 

The necessity of reducing the expense of Gov- 
ernment bein^ so obvious, it is hut ri^'ht to ex 
peot and believe the Executive of the Colony will 
take the initiative in the matter. Freedom of 
Trade having boon deposed, the system introduced 
in its stead must be made subrervient to the en- 
courazement of productive as well as commercial 
pursuits. A judicious revision of the Tariff will 
do much towards attaining this end. 

A liberal bonded warehouse system must be 
had The coasting tnulc encouraged in every way. 

Taxation must be us light as possible ; and it ia 
advisable that head-money raid other objectionable 
impositions should be abolished. 

That Victoria should be the Heat of Government 
does not admit of question. 

The assimilation of tho laws of the heretofore 
separate Colonies will require great aud careful 
supervision. 

Should you confer upon mo tho honor of being 
your representative, 1 will use my best elforts to 
promoto tho benefit of the Colony at large and 
Strive jor the rights aud interests of this particular 
section. At the samo time the people must bo 
prepared to act otherwise than through their re- 
presentatives.

WHEREAS, by virtue cf tlie provisions of 
" Tlio British Columbia Act, 18GG," and tlio 
subsequent proclamation ol iho snmo by iho 
Governor of British Columbia, tho Colony of 
Vancouver Island, formerly existing as a 
separate Colony, has beou united with Iho 
Colony of British Columbia, so that the said 
Colonies now form and are ono Colony, with 
tlio tiamo of British Columbia; 

And Whereas, nlso it ia expedient that tho 
Legislative Council of the said Colony of 
British Columbia, as now existing, should 
shortly moot together for the dispatch of 
business, and lhat certain persons should ho 
nominoted nnd appointed in and for lhat pure 
of iho now Colony of British Columbia called 
Vancouver Island; 

Nuw be it known unto all the loving sub- 
jects of Her Majesty iho Queeu, that I, 
Frederick Seymour, the Governor aforesaid, 
in exercise of the power and authority in 
mo vested, do hereby proclaim and moke 
known lhat nil persons whoso names now 
sland on tbo Electoral Bolls for tho former 
Electoral Districts of the said lormer Colony 
of Vancouver Island and its Dependencies 
shall nnd may, subject to tho provisions and 
regulations hereinafter contained, and subject 
always to iho ultimate right of ratification 
and appointment by mo, the said Governor, 
select uud nominate such persons as to them 
may seem fit to bo members of tbo said 
Legislative Council for the- ensuing session 
or for such period as rnay be determined by 
the instrument of appointment. 

And I do further proclaim and make 
known lhat the said persons whose names 
now eland on tho Electoral Bolls lor tho City 
of Victoria and for the Town of Esqaimalt 
(which for the purposes ol this Proclamation 
are to bu looked upon as one Histrict, herein-, 
after called Number Onu District) shall and 
may select for nomination to me, the said 
Governor, two persons to serve in the Legis- 
lative Council of British Columbia as afore- 
said. And that the said persons whoso 
names now stand on the Electoral Bolls lor 
tho Victoria District, the Eequimalt nnd 
Metcbosen District, tlio Sooke District, tho 
Lake District, tho Saanich Dislrict, the Salt 
Spring Island Dislrict, including ihe settle- 
ment of Cbemaynis (which Districts, fur the 
purposes of this Proclamation, ore to be

taking the votes of persons qualified to vote 
at such selection for nomination as aforesaid.

Attempted Sdicide at Pokti.and — About 
one o'clock yesterday it wits discovered that 
Mrs. Static, wife of the proprietor of the New 
York Hotel iD this city, had attempted to 
ootiimit suicide by euttiug hor throat from 
ear to ear with a razor. Tho deud was done 
in her private parlor, and sua took every 
precaution to make her effort successful. She 
stood iu front of the pier glass, and deliberate- 
ly adjusting the razor to tho point of the left 
ear, drew it quickly ucross hor throat. Sho 
fell helpless on tho floor nud the noise so 
alarmed her husband that ho raD up and 
found her weltering iu her blood. A surgeon 
was sent for, and in tho meantime the poor 
unfortunate woman was conveyed to her bed 
in an adjoining room. Doctor (iiltnor soon 
arrived, eewed up the wound and did all io 
his power to relievo tho sufferer. The out 
commenced ubout one inoh below tho angle 
of tho lower maxilliary bone on the left side 
of tho neck, passing transversely across aud 
upward to the right side o( the neck, sever- 
ing both thyroid arteries and muscles of tho 
neck, and the thyroid cartilage, causing her 
to breathe through the openings. Tho car- 
otid arteries on buth sides barely escaped 
being cut, as tho razjr penetrated to the 
fascia surrounding them. The wound bled 
profusely, but the Doctor finally succeeded 
in checking it. Tho glass before which tho 
horrid deed was (Iodc was besprinkled with 
blood, ai wan also tho surrounding walls and 
furniture. There were causes which drove 
this poor woman to atterapt to tako hot- life, 
but as she has a clnuco of recovery, wo 

| defer speaking of mom, as they are matters 
which pertain only to her and not to tho 
public. As our pspoi went to press we learn 
that sho was still alive, with somo little 
hope of hor recovery.— Oregon Herald. 

Tratelleus, Bewarb— Ur Tolmio, Dr Tu- 
zo, and Mr Moorhcad, who arrived )estor- 
day from Paget Sound, having eomo over- 
land lrotn Portland, represent that tho road 
i3 in a in ist execrable condition, and any 
person venturing that way at this season of 
the year runs the risk ot being overwhelmed 
in tho mud sloughs.

Upon reaching Port Angeles did* 
crew were relieved by sailors belonging to 
the U.S. revenue cutter Lincoln, aud the vos- 
sel taken to Port Towrisend. The cargo 
will be discharged for repairs.
